Have ground in perfect 
condition for seed. Keep free from weeds. When plants are of suitable height, thin to three or 
four inches in the rows, saving only best plants.

. to each bed. Never cut too closely. Top dressing every 
fall with manure, spade this in in the spring with two or three 
pounds of salt tothe square yard Fouror five pounds of 
seed required to sow an acre (1 oz. to 16 ft. of drill),

Culture—Sow in deep rich soil with plenty of manure worked in 
the soil. Sow in May, or as soon as the ground will permit; for early, 
thin to six inches in the rows, having the rows fifteen to eighteen 
inches apart. When plants are about three inches high, fertilize with 
Reed’s Standard Fertilizer (the quantity required, about 400 pounds 
per acre), also at same time sow broadcast and work into the soil 400 
pounds of salt; this keeps the roots free from insects. One ounce will 
sow fifty feet of drill; six pounds required for an acre.
